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Police looking for paintball vandals

INEZ — The Martin County Sheriff’s 
Office is investigating a case of paintball van- 
dalism within a 12-mile radius, but officers are 
concerned that the affected area could extend 
even farther out in the county. 

“We responded to a complaint about 3 a.m. 



this morning,” Martin County sheriff’s deputy 
Dan Muncy said Monday. “Right now, we 
have approximately 30 victims, and they were 
hit numerous times. The paint will wash off, 
but it can make a dent or bust out a window 
and we had a tail light broken out from one 
location.” 

Calls were still coming into the Martin 
County Sheriff’s Office Monday morning as 
people awakened to find they had been victim- 



ized as they slept. 

Muncy said he suspects that the paintball 
attack actually originated further south in Mar- 
tin County. 

“If anyone finds out that they have been 
damaged from someone coming by and shoot- 
ing their property with a paintball gun, they 
should take a picture of the damage and con- 
tact the Martin County Sheriff’s Office,” Mun- 
cy said. “We are actively investigating this. A 



lot of people were damaged. They were appar- 
ently just driving by and shooting and didn’t 
seem to have an actual target.” 

Muncy said he has some ideas as to how he 
might be able to identify the shooter, but that if 
anyone has information regarding the incident 
or the identity of those responsible, they 
should contact the Martin County Sheriff’s 
Office at (606) 298-2828. 



Three 
arrested 
for having 
heroin

LOUISA — Three Martin Coun- 
ty men were arrested in connection 
with a drug bust at the Super 8 
Motel in Lawrence County May 28 . 

Jesse R. James, 50; Kelly M. 
James, 26; and Jess James, 29, all of 
Pilgrim, are charged with first- 
degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance (over two grams of hero- 
in), tampering with physical evi- 
dence, possession of drug parapher- 
nalia, possession of a firearm by a 
convicted felon, carrying a con- 
cealed weapon and second-degree 
criminal mischief. 

According to a press release 
issued by Louisa Police Chief Greg 
Lugitt, the city department with 
assistance from the Lawrence Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Office and Constable 
Paul Wheeler conducted a late-night 
drug raid at the Super 8 Motel in 
Louisa. 

Based upon an investigation con- 
ducted by the Det. Greg Powers, a 
search warrant was issued and exe- 
cuted for one of the rooms that was 
believed to be trafficking heroin, the 
release said.

Floyd County woman dies 
in Johnson collision

PAINTSVILLE — A Lloyd County woman was 
killed and four other people were injured in a traffic 
accident last Wednesday on U.S. 23 in Johnson 
County involving a coal truck and a pickup truck 
that was hauling a trailer loaded with wood. 

Miranda Martin, 36, of Way land, and another 
man were riding in the back of the pickup truck at 
the time of the collision and were ejected upon 
impact, according to Kentucky Commercial Vehicle 
Enforcement officials. 

Martin was pronounced dead at the scene by 



Johnson County Coroner J. R. Lrisby. The man 
thrown from the back of the truck, whose name was 
not released, suffered serious injury and was flown 
to Cabell Huntington Hospital in Huntington, W.Va. 
for treatment. Three others inside the pickup truck 
who were injured were transported by ambulance to 
Paul B. Hall Medical Center, where they were 
treated and released. 

The coal truck driver, Gene Helton, with AZ 
Lrancis Trucking of Magoffin County wasn’t injured 
in the crash.

World War II soldier’s remains identified

MARTIN — The Department 
of Defense POW/Missing Person- 
nel Office (DPMO) announced 
Monday that the remains of a U.S. 
serviceman lost in World War II 
have been identified and are being 
returned to his family for burial 
with full military honors. 

Army Air Lorce Sgt. Charles R. 
Marshall, 19, of Martin will be 
buried this Saturday, June 8, at 
Ivel. 

On July 21 , 1944, a B-24H Lib- 
erator aircraft, which carried nine 
crew members, including Mar- 
shall, was shot down and crashed 
while on a bombing raid against 
enemy targets in Oberpfaffen- 
hofen, Germany. Of the nine crew 
members, six parachuted to safety; 



a seventh crewmen’s remains were 
recovered near Hadorf. Marshall 
and another crewman were not 
recovered. Attempts to recover 
their remains after the war were 
unsuccessful. 

In 2009, a German national 
turned over human remains to a 
Joint POW/MIA Accounting Com- 
mand (JPAC) investigating team 
that was in southern Germany. The 
German national claimed to have 
recovered human remains and air- 
craft wreckage from the crash site 
southwest of Munich. 

In 2012, a JPAC recovery team 
excavated the suspected crash site 
southwest of Munich, locating 
additional human remains and air- 
craft wreckage, including military 



identification tags bearing Mar- 
shall’s name. 

To identify the remains of Mar- 
shall, scientists from JPAC and the 
Armed Lorces DNA Identification 
Laboratory (ALDIL) used circum- 
stantial evidence and forensic iden- 
tification tools such as dental com- 
parisons and mitochondrial DNA, 
which matched Marshall’s uncle. 

Today there are more than 
400,000 American service mem- 
bers who were killed during WWII, 
the remains of more than 73,000 
were never recovered or identified. 

Marshall was the father of 
Lloyd County Judge-Executive

the case and on Tuesday was 
at the scene of the crash, 
where he was trying to exam- 
ine the various factors 
involved to make a proper 
determination about what 
happened. 

“There were five people in 
the pickup truck, four males 
and one female,” Gearheart 
said.

They were all 
from Floyd and Magoffin 
counties. The pickup was 
hauling green wood from the 
sawmill and they turned from 
Rt. 201 onto U.S. 23, the 
tractor-trailer approached 
from the rear and the trailer 
and truck separated.” 

Gearheart said that he 
couldn’t say exactly what the 
cause of the accident is at this 



time and that he is still inves- 
tigating the incident and the 
various factors involved in the 
collision before making a 
final determination. 

Services were held Friday 
for Martin, who is survived 
by her parents, Tommy and 
Brenda Paige Meade; two 
daughters, Alyssa Martin and 
Emily Varney; a brother, Elzie 
Meade; and two sisters, Rose 
Corder and Chasity Shepherd, 
all of Wayland.

LOUISA — Local law 
enforcement captured a man 
with multiple warrants after 
responding to a single-vehicle 
accident May 13 on Highway 
644. 

Ray Anthony Farmer, 56, 
of Clarksville, Tenn., is 
charged with first-degree flee- 
ing or evading police, posses- 
sion of marijuana and resist- 
ing arrest in connection with 
the accident. 

Farmer was also served 
with an arrest warrant for the 
burglary of New World Video 
in Louisa from October 2012. 
He was also entered as a want- 
ed suspect in the National 
Crime Information Center 
(NCIC) and was served with 



multiple warrants from 
Clarksville as well as Trigg s 
County and Todd County in 
Kentucky. 

According to a press 
release issued by the Law- 
rence County Sheriff’s Office, 
a caller reporting the single- 
vehicle accident advised that a 
male was running from the 
scene.

Johnson said Farmer was 
not there, but after a search of 
the property, he was seen 
behind the home along with 
items that appeared to have 
come from the residence, the 
release said. 

Farmer fled when the dep- 
uties got close to him but was 
taken into custody after a 
short foot pursuit and brief 
struggle, according to the 
release. 

Farmer was treated and 
released from Three Rivers 
Medical Center for the inju- 
ries suffered in the accident. 

Johnson was also arrested

Drug discussion 
held in London 



LONDON - Every hour, a 
baby is born dependent on drugs 
in the United States. 

Because that figure is based 
upon 2009 data - the latest avail- 
able - officials believe the prob- 
lem is actually much worse today. 

Caring for these infants and 
addressing ways to help mothers 
was the focus of a roundtable dis- 
cussion held last week at the Lon- 
don Community Center. 

More than 60 people - includ- 
ing hospital officials, medical pro- 
fessionals, state and local leaders, 
and drug control officials from 
across Southern and Eastern Ken- 
tucky - participated in the Neona- 
tal Abstinence Syndrome (NAS) 
forum. 

“Kentucky has seen an unfath- 
omable increase in infants suffer- 
ing from NAS over the last 
decade, so it’s time to start the 
dialogue between physicians, 
healthcare leaders, legislators and 
other stakeholders to find a way to 
better help drug-addicted preg- 
nant women and their babies,” 
said U.S. Rep. Harold “Hal” Rog- 
ers, urging immediate action to 
prevent the “collateral damage 
being done to the innocents.” 

“With Operation UNITE, 
we’ve learned community action 
and awareness makes the differ- 
ence,” said Rogers, who helped 
launch the anti-drug organization 
10 years ago and co-founded the 



Congressional Caucus on Pre- 
scription Drug Abuse. “Now, 
we’re shifting our focus to the 
O.B. Floor of our hospitals where 
nurseries are filled with drug- 
exposed infants who shake and 
shriek in pain.” 

In addition to Rogers, pro- 
gram participants included Carla 
Saunders, neonatal nurse practi- 
tioner at East Tennessee Chil- 
dren’s Hospital; Dr. Ruth Shep- 
herd, director of the Division of 
Maternal and Child Health in the 
Kentucky Department for Public 
Health; and Dave Hopkins, pro- 
gram manager for the Kentucky 
All-Schedule Prescription Elec- 
tronic Reporting (KASPER) sys- 
tem within the Kentucky Office of 
Inspector General. 

According to a recent report in 
The Courier- Journal, hospitaliza- 
tions for addicted newborns in 
Kentucky has increased 2,400 
percent, from 29 in 2000 to 730 in 
2011. 

Saunders, who was honored 
last year as a “Great American 
Hero” for her leadership in the 
Neonatal Abstinence Syndrome 
program, said the cost to care for 
a NAS baby averages about 
$53,000 nationally - more than 
seven times that of a normal baby. 

And the problems don’t end 
once a baby leaves the hospital. 

If the mother is still coming 
off her treatment for drug addic- 



tion, and the baby still exhibits the 
crying and other symptoms of 
NAS, “it’s a perfect setup for 
child abuse or sudden infant death 
syndrome,” Shepherd stated. “We 
have no plans for relapse.” 

“The first two years of a 
child’s development is critical,” 
Shepherd said, adding one of the 
greatest unknowns is the long- 
term effect on emotional and 
social behavior. 

In 2012, the Kentucky Gener- 
al Assembly mandated use of 
KASPER for all prescribed and 
dispensed narcotics in an effort to 
reduce prescription drug abuse in 
the state. Hopkins said that legis- 
lation is making an impact and 
could potentially reduce the prob- 
lem in the future. 

Hopkins said a proposed study 
by the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention would 
examine the prescribing history of 
mothers of infants with NAS 
along with Medicaid records to 
identify any patterns that would 
allow for mitigation and or pre- 
vention. This evaluation would 
include pre-pregnancy, pregnancy 
and post-pregnancy time frames. 

“It’s a complex problem that 
has to be worked at together,” said 
Tom Handy, a retired common- 
wealth’s attorney and board mem- 
ber for Operation UNITE. “There 
are ways to coordinate, but we are 
in new territory.”

Is the new 
Wi-Fi 
standard 
worth the 
money?

Kim Komando 
hosts the 
nation’s largest 
talk radio show 
about consum- 
er electronics, 
computers and 
the Internet. 



Home networks used to 
be the realm of hardcore 
techies. Now most homes 
have smartphones, tablets, 
laptops, TVs, streaming 
video boxes and video 
game consoles . That makes 
a home network practically 
mandatory. 

Fortunately, today’s 
networks are much easier 
to set up, thanks to wireless 
networks. No one likes 
running cables all over the 
house. 

Despite the conve- 
nience, wireless networks 
do have drawbacks. For 
example, speed and range 
can vary wildly. Thankful- 
ly, these both improve with 
every generation of Wi-Fi. 

The latest 802.1 lac 
standard is no exception. 
Manufacturers boast 
speeds more than 3 times 
faster than previous Wi-Fi 
generations. That’s quite a 
jump! 

To get that speed, you’ll 
need to buy a new router, 
of course. So the big ques- 
tion is whether it’s worth 
the cost. 

For those not up on the 
jumble of letters and num- 
bers that relate to wireless 
standards, let me explain. 
The designation 802.11 is 
the Institute of Electrical 
and Electronics Engineers 
standard for Wi-Fi. The let- 
ter following 802.11 indi- 
cates the version of the 
standard. 

Up until this point, con- 
sumer routers have mainly 
used 802.11b, 802. llg and 
802.1 In. These are usually 
listed as ‘b,’ ‘g’ and ‘n’ on 
product packaging. You’ll 
also see 802.11a support 
on some routers, but don’t 
confuse that with 802 . 1 1 ac . 

For each new Wi-Fi 
standard, speed and range 
increase. Plus, there are 
new encryption methods 
for security, new frequen- 
cies and other complex 
behind-the-scenes technol- 
ogy- 

Now that there are more 
than 26 Wi-Fi revisions, 
we’re into the double let- 
ters. That makes the new- 
est consumer version 
802.1 lac, or Wireless AC, 
or ‘ac’ or however else 
companies will choose to 
brand it. 

So, back to whether or 
not you should buy. Let’s 
take a look at the pros and 
cons. 

On the pro side, 
802.1 lac is blazing fast. At 
an advertised 1 .75 gigabits 
per second, it’s faster than 
a high-end wired home 
network. Right now, wired 
home networks top out at 1 
gigabit. 

In fact, 802.1 lac can 
stream high-definition vid- 
eo to several gadgets at 
once. In a media-heavy 
home, that is a definite 
plus. 

As far as range goes, 
solid figures are hard to 
come by. It really depends 
on your home, router 
placement and other fac- 
tors. Still, you should see a 
more solid connection than 
older Wi-Fi standards. 

Unfortunately, that’s 
about it for the pro side. 
The cons are going to take 
a bit longer. 

The major drawback is 
compatibility. To take 
advantage of 802.1 lac fea- 
tures, you need gadgets 
that support 802.1 lac. 
While it’s been out for a 
year, very few gadgets sup- 
port it. 

I’ve seen some laptops 
with it, and a few smart- 
phones, including the Sam- 
sung Galaxy S4. But it will 
take a while before every 
new gadget has it. 

Just supporting 
802.1 lac isn’t enough 
either. To get the full ben- 
efit, a gadget has to support 
the correct sub frequencies

or have multiple antennas. 
Lower-cost models probably 
won’t for a while. 

So, you might get any- 
where from 450 megabits per 
second to 1.75 gigabits per 
second performance depend 
on your gadget. True, 
450Mbps is still very fast, but 
it’s not the connection you 
paid for. 

Don’t forget the expense of 
buying gadgets with 802.1 lac 
support. Of course, nobody 
said you have to upgrade 
everything right away. 

Routers with 802.1 lac also 
support all the old Wi-Fi stan- 
dards. Your existing gadgets 
will still work. They just won’t 
be any faster than they already 
are. 

Speaking of cost, though, 
routers with 802.1 lac aren’t 
cheap. They start at $160 
online and go up from there. 
So it’s not a small investment. 

On the plus side, these are 
high-end routers, so you get 
all the latest goodies. Think 
high-end encryption, parental 
control extras, multiple net- 
works, multimedia packet 
shaping and so on. Plus they 
have a gigabit wired connec- 
tion. Once you buy, you 
shouldn’t have to upgrade for 
quite a few years. 

In the end, it comes down 
to how you use the Internet. If 



you have one or two gadgets 
you use for social media and 
email, 802.1 lac isn’t for you. 
You’re much better off stick- 
ing with your current router, 
or buying a low-cost 802.1 In 
model. 

If, however, you need a 
new router, and your home is 
filled with gadgets pulling 
down gigabytes of Internet 
traffic a day, definitely give 
802.1 lac a look. It might not 
do you good right away, but it 
will definitely help in the 
future. 

For everyone else, I’d wait 
until 802.1 lac routers drop in 
price and you already own a 
few 802.1 lac gadgets. 

Whatever you buy, don’t 
forget to enable the encryp- 
tion. This will keep neighbors 
and criminals off your net- 
work.
